FRAMJ^VOGEL 


Death of the Former Fire BepartmeDt 
Chief and a Well Known 
Citizen. 


Mr. Frank B. Yogel died at 2 o'clock 
this morning at his home abore his 
former place of business, on Calhoun 
street. 
He has long snffered from pul- 
monary complaints and at his bedside, 
when death came, were his faithful, Iot- 
ing wife, his little daughter, Amelia, 
and Mr. and Mrs. B. Mergel. 
The end 
was as peaceful as his life had been 
stirring and active. 


Frank B. Yogel was bom October 12, 
1840, at Zadeledorf, Bachen Weimar, 
Germany, and, with his parents, em- 
igrated, in 1853, to this country, and 
ocated at Fort Wayne. 


He is the iK>n of Charles Gotlieb 
Yogel who died Angnst 21, 1878, and 
Erdmuth (Queck) Yogel who still sur- 
yives him and resides with her daughter, 
Mrs. Barney Phillips, 


In 1855, the father commenced busi- 
as a merchant tailor, at No. 29, Calhoun 
street, Fort Wajne, on the premises 
now occupied b> the son, who commenc- 
ed his business career as an apprentice 
to his father. In 1863, he became a 
partner in the business, and (he firm 
name was changed to that of C. G. 
Yogel & Bon, the latter visiting France 
and Get many to fit himself for the busi- 
ness in ^hich he was engaged. 


He was married, on the 14th day of 
Febroary, 1872, to Miss Yeronica Deep- 
er, daughter of John Doepler, Efiq., of 
Fort*Wayne. 
One daughter, Amelia, 
bom November 14, 1874, is the result of 
this union. 
Both are members of the 
Lutheran 
Chnrch. 
In politics, 
Mr. 
Yogel was a democrat. 


In 1858, he joined the Yolunteer Fire 
Department of Fort Wajne. as a "torch 
boy." In 1862, he was chosen second 
assistant of his company, and on Feb- 
roary 13, 1863, went to France and Ger^ 
many, and gathered a store of informa- 
tion, which had been of mush use to him 
n ^his 
lifetime. 
In 1865, he 
was 
electei foreman of the Alert Hook and 
Ladder Company, which position he 
held five years. 


In 1866, he was promoted to the posi- 
tion of first assistant chief of the fire 
department, and in May, 1873, was 
electd chief, and served until May, 1874. 
In71876 he was again elected to fill this 
office. 


In 1873, he was sent as a delegate 
from Fort Wayne 
to the 
National^ 
Association of Fire Engineers, at Balti- 
more, Md., and at that meeting was 
chosen vice president of the organiza- 
tion, which position he ¡honored. 
Since 
that time, he represented the city [of 
Fort Wayne, at the following sessions of 
this association: S t Louis, 1874; New 
To»k Oily, 1876; Philsdelphia, 1876; 
Nashville, Tenn., 1877; Cleveland, Ohio, 
1878. In these conventions he served 
upon several important committees. 


At the time he assumed the position 
of chief, the department consisted of 
seven volunteer companies, eomprisiog 
460 men.1 This had been changed under 


his effective management, to a paid de- 
partment consisting of ten men, who 
were on duty all the time. 
He intro- 
duced the fire alarm tel^;raph,by means 
of which the location of a fire is instan- 
taneously communicated to the engine 
house, and no time 
lost in learning 
the direction in which to go. Mr. Yogel 
had also invented and patented an ap- 
paratus for keeping the water in the 
boilers of the engines at such a degree of 
heat that steam could be generated while 
they were on their way to the fire, thus 
rendering them ready for efficient work 
the moment t h ^ arrived at their distina- 
tion.

They Bear Four Lamented Ones to 
Their Graves To-day. 


Every death has its sorrows, every 
funeral train its tears, but Fort Wayne 
to-day witnessed some of the saddest in 
its long history. 


The first and most notable was that of 
Lieut. Com. Henry B. Bumsey, the hero 
who lost his life to rescue a little child 
from the Buffalo hotel fire. Stricken 
down in the prime of life, with an in- 
valid wife, heart-broken at the loss of a 
kind, generous husband, the public was 
placed in a mood to mourn with her 
and with his aged parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Philo Bumsey, who arrived last night 
from New Mexico. 
At the residence of 
Hon. Joseph K. 
Edgerton, Bev. 8. 
Wagenhals conducted family services, 
and after impressive services at Trinity 
church a long cortege followed the re- 
mains to Lindenwood, where no monu- 
ment is needed, for the memory of his 
bravery will always endear the spot. 


The second is Albert Eickley, who 
was accidentally shot by John. Barrett, 
last Sunday. The funeral occurred from 
his late home 
on 
Chicago 
street, 
where friends, neighbors 
and fellow 
shopmen of the dead bey's father assem- 
bled to share their grief. 


The third was Joseph Blum, the young 
man killed by a Nickel Plate train, Sat- 
urday night. 
He was buried from the 
Cathedral this moming. 
Bev. Father 
Oechtering officiated and followed by a 
ong line of carriages and the St. Aloy- 
sins society, of St. Mary's church, the 
remains of the young man were taken to 
the Catholic cemetery for interment. 


The fourth and last was little Mabel, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Daw- 
son. 
It is haid to picture the grief in 
this family when the body of their child 
was borne to its last resting place this 
afternoon, and especialiy sad because 
Mrs. Dawson was too ill to attend the 
funeral.

HOiN. S. SINCLAIR. 


Death of an Honored Citizen and a Dis- 
tinguished Jurist. 


Hon. Samuel E. Sinclair died at his 
residrace. No. 71 Douglass Avenue, at 
7:66 this moming, from consumption, 
with which dread disease he has been a 
sufferer for the last two years. 
For the 
Isst two months he was confined to the 
house. 
He bore his sufferings bravely 
and patiently, and at last passed away 
as tiiough going to sleep. 
Dnring his 
confinement his every want aad wish was 
anticipated and kindly ministered to by 
loving sisters and warm friends. 


Samuel E. Sinclair was a men that 
was firm in his convictions and unbend- 
ing in his purposes. 
With his fellow 
man he was brave, yet jnst, wbile to the 
afflicted, the stricken or helpless, he 
wss as gentle as a woman, and as gener- 
ous as gentle. To his friends he was ever 
trae, and no day was too long or night too 
dark for him to serve them if necessary. 


He was bom in this city in 1840 and 
continued to reside here until his death, 
with the exception of the time he was at 
law school. 
He was a graduate of the 
Albany law school and passed with honor 
a critical examiration and was admitted 
to practice in the supreme court of New 
York. 
He at once relumed to his na- 
tive city and entered upon the practice 
of his profession. 
In 1868 he was ap- 
pointed deputy states attorney and in 
1872 he was nominated and elected judge 
of the common pleas court of Allen 
and Huntington counties and ^eld this 
position with credit to himself ardsatis- 
faction to the bar until the common 
pleas system was abolished by the legis- 
lature. 
In 1882 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the general assemby snd in 1886 
he was a candidate for major of the 
city and received a very large and com- 
plimentary vote. 
At the time of his 
death h e was member of the oldest 
lodge of Knights of Pythias of which he 
wss a charter member. 


The bar will meet to take the proper 
action relating to bis decease. 


He left surviving him two sisters, who 
have the real sympathy of all their ao- 
quaintances in this deep affliction. 


The funeral arrangements will be an- 
nounced in due season and the Knights 
of Pythias and members of the bar will 
arrange the honors to the distinguished 
dead.

"That order is still in force," said an- 
other lieiitenant, "and, of course, we can 
not criticise it. But how much goes on in 
the navy of which the outside world 
knows nothing.

When Prestan became ugly 
at Colon last year and seized the steam- 
ship 
Colon, Capt. Kane, then of the 
Galena, sent Judd ashore to demand an 
explanation. 
Prestan promptly seized 
Jndd, the American consul, Wright, and 
M. Connos, the local agent of the Pacific 
Steamship company, and placed them in 
the 'calaboose.' 


"Then he sent word to Capt. Kane 
that at the first gun the Galena fired or 
the first marine or sailor she landed, he 
would execute the prisoners. 
I'hey were 
kept in the 'calaboose' all night, expect- 
ing to be shot in the morning. 
In the 
morning Prestan came to them and told 
Judd that if he would sign an agreement 
that the arms on board the Colon would 
be delivered up he would let them dll g a 


"Judd did so and Prestan released his 
prisoners. 
Judd returned on board the 
Galena and told what he ha4 done. 
But 
meantime Capt. Kane had driven the 
Dagos off the Colon and towed her out 
into t^e 
stream. 
When Capt. Kane 
learned wh.it Judd had done he said the 
arms should not be delivered to Prestan 
Now Judd had purchased his life by sign- 
iiig the agreement that they would be, so 
he Immediately returned ashoi-e and told 
Prestan that he could not keep his com 
pact. 


"Prestau promptly put him in the 
'calaboose ' again, and the next morning 
took him out to Monkey hill to be shot 
Before Judd's grave was dug, however, 
Col. Ulloa came dashing up with the 
government troops, and in the light Judd 
escaped and went on board the Galena. 


"It was then that Capt. Kane landed 
his men, and Judd went with them 
eager for revenge. 
That day the horrible 
massacre and the burning of Colon took 
place, and all day Judd fought bravely 
But for two nights and three day Ws 
mind had been under the most terrible 
strain and his reason gave way. 


"He is now, as you all know, a hopeless 
maniac, but I think his voluntarily put- 
ting himself in the power of Prestan 
when he found he conid not keep the 
promise to him by which he had pur- 
chased his life. Is one of the most chivalric 
things of the century. 
When he went 
back he went to almost certain death, and 
he knew it. 
But he went calmly arid de 
liberately rather than break his word 
Now how many people who read of the 
burning of Colon knew this story of 
Judd?"—New York Tribune.
